River of Gambia at once, gave from 20 to 23 Pars per Head for Ne- 
groes, more than the Company s Servants gave, before the arrival of 
theſe Ships 5 and that they lowered the Price of Englith Goods one 


third. 
That Captain Rbert, Captain Tudor, C aptain Forty, and Captain 


Beckford (all private Traders) traded with the Company's Servants; 
eſpecially Captain Beeford, by whoſe perſuaſion and Contrivance, Goods 


belonging to the Company were carried off to the Value of 5000 /. 

and upwards. 

- _ That the Natives have ſeveral times attempted to ſeize on Veſſels, 
belonging to the Company and private Traders: 

That where the Company have {mall FaFories up the "TS er, with- 
out any Fortification, or Force to protect them, the ſame are ſubjet 
to Seizures, at the Pleaſure of the Kings there, even tho' they knew 
that the Company's Servants would make Reprizal. . 

That the Natives know vety well, that when Ships are part-ſlav- 
ed, the Purchaſers muſt give any rate for the Remainder of their re- 
ſpective Complements, rather than, endanger the loſs of the reſt, and 
that therefore the Natives do impoſe upon them accordihgly. And, 

That, in his Opinion, the Trade to that Coaſt can never be carried 
on effectually without Forts; or otherwiſe than by a Joint-ſtock; and 


that, if required, he would declare and certifie the Truth of all the 


aforeſaid Particulars to the Parliament.

it is a dangerous thing to be frequently in bad Company. 


It is a common, tho uncharitable Obſervation (how true I know 


not) that few Women have Virtue enough to reſiſt the Temptations of 


Opportunity and Importunity ; I would gladly entertain much more 
honourable Thoughts of the Fair Sex. However, I am pretty well 
aſſured that the Royal-African-Company have very ſenſibly felt, to their 
Coſt, that Opportunity and Importunity have made more Rogues and 
Thieves than One in their Service, theſe twelve Years paſt. I own 
that in all great Undertakings of that kind, great Truſt muſt be given 
to many Perſons of ſeveral Qualities, in their reſpective Stations; and 
were there a regular Society formed and eſtabliſh'd, with ſuitable 
Privileges, and a co-ercive Power, to do themſelves and others Juſtice 
on the Coaſt of Africa; ſuch a Society might very reaſonably in all 
Events be made anſwerable for their own and their Servants Actions; 
and in that Caſe there is no doubt but they would take ſpecial Care to 
have Servants, of whoſe Fidelity they'd be very well ſatisfied. Bur 
while the Trade of that extenſive Coaſt is under a looſe and irregular 
Adminiſtration ; it is not to be expected but that, in fo extended and 
remote a part of the World, where there is no Court of Law, Equity 
or Juſtice; where no regard is had to the Rules of Chriſtianity or Mo- 
rality; but every one doing what ſeemeth good in his own Eyes, ſe- 
vera] Perſons have by the aforeſaid Means been tempted to prove trea- 
cherous to the Truſt repoſed in them, who probably had never had ſo 
much as a Thought of being ſo baſe and unworthy, if other Perſons 
.of different Intereſts, as well as of vicious Lives and Principles had 
not had an uncontrolable Toleration to come there, and had thereby 
an Opportunity of ſeducing and debauching the former, both by Im- 
portunity and Example; yea and with an Aſſurance. of Impunity al- 
ſo, by tranſporting not only their Perſons, but likewiſe ſuch of the Com- 
pany's Effects committed to their Truſt, as they pleaſed to call their on; 
and altering the Property thereof in ſuch manner that the Company can 
ſcarcely ever expect to get any fair or tolerable Account of them. And 
indeed Tranſgreſſors of that kind (as the like happens in many other 
Caſes) do commonly pick German Quarrels with the Company, chiefly 
to be a Pretence for not adjuſting of clearing with them. Yet to juſtifie 
one ill Act by committing another, ſuch Perſons ſeldom failof becoming 
the worſt of Enemies. I am perſuaded few who read this, together 


with thetirſt Part of theſe Reflections deliberately, will ever have the 


leaſt Regard to any of theſe Perſons clamorous and groundleſs Suggeſti- 
ous againſt the Company; and much leſs (1 hope will they be for con- 
tinuing ſovery valuable a Branch of our Foreign Trade, as that to Africa 
is, any longer under a looſe and irregular Adminiſtration, in the Hands 
of an undetinable Heteroclite- Body, conſiſting of ſuch Heterogeneous 
Parts as can never give, any tolerable Account of either their own or 
other Peoples Proceedings in that Trade. But that the Wiſdom of 
the Parliament may now think fit to ſettle it upon ſuch a fix d and ſolid 
Conſtitution, as may render it a durable, creditable and advantageous 
Trade to Britain, and the Plantations thereunto belonging, is the
